tapestry hangings of the most inflam- 
mable material. The bazaar was in full 
swing, when suddenly, about 4 o'clock, 
the cry of fire rose in the quarter 
where the klnematograph was being 
exhibited. 


The Duchess D'Uzes and her daugh- 


ter, the Duchess De Luynes, had stalls 
near the great door. They escaped 
easily, the former unharmed and the 
latter but slightly injured. 
Henry 


Blount, the promoter of the bazaar, 
had his beard burned off. General 
Fevrier escaped with only burns on the 
head and hands, along: with Mme. 
Wilson, daughter of former President 
Grevy, Mme. La Boulaye and the 
Duchess D'Alencon. 


A policeman who was on duty at the 


doors of the bazaar says that from 
1,500 to 1,800 people were in the build- 
ing when the fire broke -out. He adds 
that the alarm caused a general panic 
followed by a terrible rush for the' 
doors, which were soon choked with 
people, thus preventing the escape of 
many who might otherwise have been 
saved. The strong trampled upon the 
weak, the young crushed the old to the 
floor, heartrending cries of fear arose 
on all sides, soon followed by shrieks 
of agony as the flames swept onward 
behind the crowd struggling for the 
doors. 


Panic helped to spread the fire. La- 


dies whose clothes were blazing ran 
wildly about, igniting the inflammable 
surroundings. They had the strength 
that cycling and athletics give, but lost 
their heads. 


The prefect of police declares that 


there are fully 200 persons missing, and 
it is believed that all of these have 
perished in the holocaust. The wound- 
ed are now known to number at least 


blockade in front of the burning mass 
was simply frightful, and the hose was 
compelled to play over the heads of 
the multitude. The scorched people 
cried for the firemen to souse them, 
which they did. The cries from within 
were cries never to be forgotten for in- 
tensity of anguish. 


The fire originated on the left side

The firemen arrived at 6 o'clock, and 


a company of infantry followed, to 
clear the ruins and search for corpses 
The news spread like wildfire. All the 
cabinet ministers now in Paris went 
immediately to the scene. Hundreds of 
equipages streamed along the Champs 
d'EIysees, their occupants with anx- 
ious and tear stained faces, inquiring 
for their relatives. There were many 
heartrending scenes of srief and de- 
spair. One lady rushed about fran- 
tically calling her daughter by name 
Some one told her the girl was safe 
whereupon she jumped, danced and 
screamed, and then rushed 
to the 


coachman to teli him to drive home 
and feJI in a dead swoon. Another lady 
went insane. A third imagined in her 
frenzy that she recognized her daugh- 
ter's dress, and hysterically called upon 
her husband to tell the police to pre- 
vent the child from going to the ba- 
zaar.

In the rear were four, like French win- 
dows, which were specially reserved 
for the employes. The crowd near the 
main entrance was able to escape, but 
those at the other end, not knowing 
of the doors reserved for the employes, 
found themselves hemmed in. 


As the fire spread the pressure on 


the right side, where there were no 
exits, kept steadily increasing. Here 
a number of the victims were crushed 
to death. Happily, the wall of the 
Hotel Du Palais, against which the 
bazaar backed, furnished a. barred win- 
dow. Immediately on the alarm being 
given the servants hurriedly broke the 
bars, and were able to rescue a large 
number of persons. 


Suddenly, above the roar of the 


flames, were heard cries of terror anc 
despairing appeals for help from the 
end where the unfortunates were be- 
ing burned alive. The firemen threw 
hundreds of buckets of water upon 
them from above at the greatest risk 
to themselves, but their courageous ef- 
forts were all in vain. 


In the Avenue Montaigne, the Place 


Alma and the Rue Francois, adjacent 
streets, there was a veritable flight of 
maddened people, mostly women with- 
out skirts, petticoats or hats, their 
feet naked and their clothing either 
burned off or torn off. Every available 
fiacre was taken by assault. 


The whole of the highest society in 


Paris is in a horrible oell mell, hus- 
bands seeking and calling for wives, 
and fathers seeking and calling for 
daughters. One young woman, still 
wearing on her breast the badge of a 
stall attendant, was seen rushing about 
in her petticoat, her dress having been 
torn off to be thrown over a lady who 
was in flames. Her one anxiety was 
to find her Darents and tell them of 
her safety. 


Words would fail to describe the 


horror of the scene at the Palais de 
L'Industries. where the bodies are ex- 
posed on the side next to the Avenue 
Banton, in a portion of the building 
now in course of demolition. Here 
in a large room, covered with rough 
planks, and on sheets spread 
over 


planks, the bodies as they arrive from 
the ambulances are being placed in 
three lone rows. Here is exemplified 
death by fire, with all its horrors. 
Bodies completely nude, limbs twisted 
in writhings of agony, some still hav- 
ing shreds of clothing which assist 
recognition, in soite of horrible dis- 
i 


figurement, bones visible through fire 
eaten flesh, some merely skeletons or 
grinning skulls blackened with smoke. 


After the flames had been subdued 


there was no sign of the masonry, 
girders and other structural parts 
•which are usually left after a big fire. 
The whole edifice was reduced 
to 


ashes, with a heap of charred corpses 
as the most noticeable object. The

Paris, May 5.—Fire broke out late 
yesterday afternoon in a crowded char­ 
itable bazaar in the Rue Jean Goujon, 
at which the Duchess d ’Uzes and other 
well known patronesses were present. 
The proceeds of the sales a t each stall 
were devoted to a separate charity. 


The stalls were presided over by 
Mme, Fevrier, the 
wife 
of 
General 
Fevrier; the Marquise de l’AIgle, Mme, 
Jacobs, the Baronne de la Doucette, 
the Marquise de S t Michael, the Duch­ 
ess d’Uzes, Mme, Mignotte, the B ar­ 
onne de St. Idler, the Comtesse Dzyal- 
ynska, the Marquise le Gouestier, the 
Marquise d’Argence, the Marquise da 
Pitti, the Duchess d’Alencon, a mem­ 
ber of the Orleans family; Mme. d’Arlu, 
Mme. Boisseaux, 
the 
Baron 
F. 
de 
Schickler, Mme. Moreau, the Marquise 
Costa de Beauregard, her royal high­ 
ness the Duchess de Vendome, the 
Marquise de Maison and the Comtesse 
de Grefful, nee la Rochefoucauld. 


The building- was constructed about 
six months ago. At the time it was re­ 
marked that it would burn like m atch­ 
wood. The interior was divided Into 
shops a la old Paris, constructed of 
prettily painted canvass. 


Th& building was erected in the flim­ 
siest manner, the nudity of the scaf­ 
folding 
inside 
being

tapestry hangings of the most inflam­ 
mable material. The bazaar was in full 
swing, when suddenly, about 4 o’clock, 
the cry of fire rose in

A policeman who was on duty at the 
doors of the bazaar says th at from 
1,500 to 1,800 people were in the build­ 
ing when the fire broke out. He adds ! 
that the alarm caused a general panic, 
followed by a terrible rush for the 
doors, which were soon choked with 
people, thus preventing the escape of 
many who might otherwise have been 
saved. The strong trampled upon the 
weak, the young crushed the old to the 
floor, heartrending cries of fear arose 
on all sides, soon followed by shrieks 
of agony as the flames swept onward 
behind the crowd struggling for the 
doors. 


Panic helped to spread the Are. L a­ 
dies whose clothes were blazing ran 
wildly about, igniting the inflammable 
surroundings. They had the strength 
that cycling and athletics give, but lost 
their heads. 


The prefect of police declares that 
there are fully 200 persons missing, and 
it is believed that all of these have 
perished in the holocaust. The wound­ 
ed are now known to number at least 
180, 


The flremen arrived at 6 o'clock, and 
a company of infantry followed, to 
clear the ruins and search for corpses. 
Tho news spread like wildflre. All the 
cabinet ministers now in Paris went 
immediately to the scene. Hundreds of 
equipages streamed along the Champs 
d’Elysees, their occupants with anx­ 
ious and tear stained faces, Inquiring 
for their relatives. There were m any 
heartrending scenes of grief and de­ 
spair, 
One lady rushed about fran ­ 
tically calling her daughter by name. 
Some one told her the girl was safe, 
whereupon she jumped, danced and 
screamed, and then 
rushed 
to 
the 
coachman to tell him to drive home, 
and fell in a dead swoon. Another lady 
went insane. A third imagined in her 
frenzy that she recognized her daugh­ 
ter’s dress, and hysterically called upon 
her husband to tell the police to pre­ 
vent the child from going to the ba­ 
zaar. 


Policemen, their hands covered with 
gloves, have been deputed by the pre­ 
fect of x>olice to pick out the portions 
of the renjains and to wrap them in 
pieces of cloth, to be transferred in 
ambulances, to the Palais d'L’Indus- 
tries. The remains present a horrible 
spectacle of limbs burned and tw ist­ 
ed. On all sides can be seen stretchers

The cries from within 
were cries never to be forgotten for in­ 
tensity of anguish. 


The fire originated on the left side 
of the bazaar.

In a few moments 
the flames spread along the whole side 
of the bazaar.

Colnmbian Discovery of' America," 
published some two years ago by Mr.

Oldham reads "ieola otinticha xe longa 
a ponente 1500 mia;" that is, "island 
authenticated, distant towards the 
west 1500 miles." In the hands of un- 
believers the words can be interpreted 
differently, according to the bias of 
their unbelief, after the fashion ridi- 
culed by Dickens. But Mr. J. Batalha 
Beis defends the reading here quoted, 
and criticises in detail the objections 
urged against it by Signer Errari and 
others; for example, tbe alleged igno- 
rance of the Portuguese government 
on the matter, and the silence of his- 
torisns.

The important paper on “A Pre-

land) Guardian.

ly, that in a manuscript map of the 
west coast of Africa, drawn in 1448, by 
Andrea Blanco, there is an extensive 
coast line indicated towards the south­ 
west of Cape Verde. 
Along this is a 
half-indecipherable legend, which Mr. 
Oldham reads “ ieolaotintichaxelonga 
a ponente 1500 mia;” that is, “ island 
authenticated, distant towards the 
west 1500 miles," 
In the hands of un­ 
believers the words can be interpreted 
differently, according to tho bias of 
their unbelief, after the fashion ridi­ 
culed by Dickens. 
But Mr. J. Batalha 
Beis defends the reading here quoted, 
and criticises in detail the objections 
urged against it by Signor Errari and 
others; for example, the alleged igno­ 
rance of the Portuguese government 
on the matter, and the silence of his­ 
torians, 
While strongly supporting 
Mr. Oldham’s conclusions, he warps 
us against assuming as proved that 
which is only at present shown to be 
probable. 
It will be observed that 
the coast of Brazil, which is here in 
question, was thus apparently discov- 
tred nearly half a century before Co­ 
lumbus made his famous voyage.

The salary of tho First Lord of the 
Treasury is 925,000. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
also receives §25,000. 


The salary of the Lord Chancellor is 
$10,000. 


The English Attorney General is not 
a member of the Cabinet, but he draws 
$21,000 a year and about $20,000 ex­ 
tra in fees. 


The Lord President of the Council 
draws $10,000 a year, and so do tho 
presidents of the Boards of Trade and 
Agriculture. 


In addition to the Prime Minister, 
tho Foreign Affairs Minister and tho 
Lords of the Admiralty get residences 
in Downing street. 


When an English Minister’s term 
expires he may receive an annuity of 
$10,000 if he makes affidavit that he 
actually needs it. 


The English Minister of Foreign 
Affairs is supposed to give three re­ 
ceptions a year. 
If he is a poor man 
he gives only the great dinner and 
ball on the occasion of the Queen’s 
birthday. This sometimes costs $5000. 
The Queen’s household often helps out 
by supplying the flowers from tho 
j royal conservatories.

GUARDING THE BIG BANKS, 


MODERN PRECAUTIONS FOB KEEP- 


ING OUT BUKOLAB3. 


Through Electric Wires a Central 


Station In Now York Protects 
Seventy-five Banks from Robbers. 
P 


UKING a recent experiment 
made in Cincinnati, Ohio, it 
was proved conclusively that 
any person capable of safely 


handling two ordinary live electric 
wires .can barn a large hole in a steel 
safe in less than ten minutes. The 
feat 
was accomplished, says 
the 


Washington Star, by bringing to- 
gether two ends of a street circuit and 
making ao arc. The arc was allowed 
to play against the steel door of a 
large "burglar-proof" 
safe, and it 


fused its way through, as one specta- 
tor remarked, "at the rate of a cubic 
inch per minute."j Any burglar could 
thus take advantage of the lighting 
facilities of a bank and burn his way 
into the vault. But the expert bank 
robber does not need this information 
to help him in his calling, for he can 
carry enough tools in an ordinary 
handbag to enable him to break into 
any safe or vault after two hours of 
uninterrupted work. In spite of these 
facts, which merely prove that no safe 
or vault is burglar-proof, the days of 
big bank robberies are over. In large 
cities, at least, such a thing as a whole- 
sale bank robbery could not happen. 


Although the same thing exists in 


nearly every large city in the United 
States, the banks composing the New 
York Clearing 
House 
Association 


comprise the best example of what a 
protection syndicate is like. Seventy- 
five banks, most of which belong to 
the association, are represented at a 
central station, in which electrical 
instruments keep silent though effi- 
cient tab on all that may occur within 
those seventy-five walls. Watchmen 
are not needed in the bank buildings, 
yet not a latch can be lifted, not a 
bolt drawn nor a window raised with- 
out the fact being at once recorded in 
the central station. Delicate galva- 
nometer needles are constantly point- 
ing out what is going on in the banks 
and these needles never fail of their 
office. 
The least disarrangement is 


pointed out by the needles and an 
alarm is at once sounded. The very 
walls and partitions of the bank build- 
ings are lined with wires and strips of 
tin foil, through which the electricity 
is kept constantly . flowing. There- 
fore, if the burglar merely bores a 
email hole through the banking house j 
wall he disarranges the circuit and j 
sends in an alarm. 
j 


But if the bank 
buildings are ' 


guarded electrically, what shall we 
say of the vaults themeelves? The 
strong vault of every one of the sev- 
enty-five banks mentioned above is 
surrounded by an electrical cabinet. 
This cabinet is made of wood and con- 
tains in the space between it and the 
walls of the vault a perfect network of 
•wires and apparatus. Not a panel of 
this wooden cabinet can be moved 
without disarranging the apparatus 
within and causing the telltale needle 
in the central fetation to point out the 
fact. Even if the vault was left un- 
locked the cabinet would be protec- 
tion enough. This, however, is only a 
supposititious case, because the offi- 
cials of the bank would not be allowed 
to leave the building if any bolt or 
bar was out of place. As a matter of 
fact, the system is, from the point of 
view of the central station, in perfect 
working order only when every bolt 
and bar is in its proper place. At clos- 
ing time every day a private signal is 
transmitted to the signal station. The 
current is turned on, but if any win- 
dow or door be open or bolt drawn a 
bell rings and the galvanometer nee- 
dle points to the fact. Word is sig- 
naled back that something is wrong, 
and whatever it is must be rectified. 
When everything is finally in its place 
the bell stops ringing, the needle 
comes to a rest, and the circuit is 
complete. 
Thus many a forgotten 


skylight or transom is closed when it 
would otherwise have been left open 
all night. Quite a difference from the 
old-time system wherein the cutting 
of a wire would prevent any signal or 
alarm being sent in. In this case 
the cutting of the wire sends in the 
alarm. 


As though the banks were not well 


enough protected with all this, nearly 
every one of them employs a watchman. 
In the midst of fancied security these 
men are not allowed to doze off, as in 
days of yore. They are kept almost 
constantly on the move. In rations 
parts of the building are placed push 
buttons. The watchman on guard must 
push these buttons in regular order. 
The time each button is pushed is re- 
corded on a time recorder in the cen- 
tral office. 
If the buttons are pushed 


out of their regular turn, or if the 
watchman is before or behind time in 
pushing them, a special policeman is 
at once dispatched to inquire the 
cause. When the policeman arrives at 
the bank the watchman has to sign a 
printed blank, stating when, how and 
why the dereliction of duty occurred. 
This card-signing system often leads 
to curious results. 


The protection syndicate system 


also takes charge of leading jewelry 
stores, silk warehouses and dealers in 
other goods coveted by thieve*. These 
firms, when opening their places of 
business in the morning, invariably 
transmit to the central station a pri- 


vate signal. 
If thia signal, howev ei 


satisfactory it may be transmitted, if 
sent in an hour, or even half an hour, 
before the prescribed time, a special 
policeman is sent at once to see if 
everything is all right. The signature 
of the person or persons who should 
open the store is kept on record in the 
central office. 
This is carried along 


by the special policeman, who asks 
the person at the store to sign his 
name. If it does not correspond with 
the recorded signature, the person 
found on the premises is immediately 
taken into custody. 
Many thieves 


have been captured in this manner, 
but also so have a few innocent per- 
sons—employes who have been over- 
zealous in morning punctuality. 


Private houses are protected by the 


hundreds during the summer months, 
most of the residents giving the keys 
to the central office and giving their 
winter homes directly In charge of the 
watchmen at the annunciators. 
If 


keepers are left in charge of the 
houses, their signatures are kept on 
lile at the central station. If anything 
goes wrong at the houses, policemen 
are dispatched to them with a copy of 
the signature. If the one asked for cor- 
responds to the one on record all is 
well, but if not, an arrest follows. If 
the family is out of town only author- 
ized members of it capable of proving 
their identity by means of recorded 
signatures are allowed to enter a house 
while it is in charge of the watchmen.

Cabinets in History. 


Franklin Pierce was the only man 


elected President and serving his full 
term who made no changes in his 
Cabinet. Garfieid, the elder Harri- 
son and Gen. Taylor made no changes, 
but they died in office early in their 
terms. Millard Fillmore, who suc- 
ceeded Taylor, got along with the 
same Cabinet for three years. 


John Tyler holds the record for 


Cabinet advisers. He hnd twenty in 
less than four years, including three 
Secretaries of States, four Secretaries 
of War and five Secretaries of the 
Navy. 
Andrew Jackson had fifteen 


different Cabinet members during his 
second term. 


Four American Presidents have re- 


tained the Cabinets of their predeces- 
sors. They were John Adams, Mar- 
tin Van Bnren, John Tyler and An- 
drew Johnson, Only in the case of 
Tan Bnren was this a fortunate under- 
taking. The Cabinet of Adams in- 
trigued against him; Tyler quarreled 
and parted with his, and Johnson's 
conflict with Edwin M. Stanton pre- 
cipitated them impeachment proceed- 
ings. 


Daniel Webster was Secretary of 


State under three administrations- 
Harrison's, Trier's and FiUmore'a. 
Thomas Ewing was Secretary of the 
Treasury under Harrison, Tyler and 
Taylor. Timothy Pickering was Post- 
master-General in Washington's first 
term and Secretary of State in his 
second, as well as Secretary of State 
under Adams. William Windom was 
Secretary of the Treasury for Gar&eld, 
Arthur and Benjunia Harrison,

if your jelly is fine yoa will have no 
trouble about it coming out whole. 


THE MOP VERSUS THE SCBUB BRUSH. 
"The scrub brush as a method of 


cleaning floors, though in extensive 
use in this section of the country, and 
even more so in parts further south," 
remarked a New England lady who 
took a prominent part in the recent 
mothers' congress, "long since weut 
out of use in the New England States, 
and never did have much of a place in 
the progressive new cities of the West. 
In its plane a mop at the end of a stick 
is used. The mop does much better 
work, as we look at it. and besides can 
be used without getting down on all 
fours, which is hard work in itself. A 
woman can do double as much work 
with a mop and in half the time as cau 
be done with the scrub brush. Per- 
sonally, I had supposed that the scrub 
brush had gone out of use everywhere, 
until I saw scrubwomen using it at the 
hotel where I am stopping and after- 
ward in the corridors in one of the de- 
partment buildings. It is twenty-five 
years behind the times, is untidy and 
does not secure the results that a mop 
or long-handled scrub brash secures."

EECITES. 


Oyster Staffing—To one cup cracker 


crumbs add one-fourth cup melted 
butter, one-half teaspoonful chopped 
parsley, one teaspoonfnl lemon juice, 
one-half teaspoonful salt, one-fourth 
teaspoonful pepper. 
Wash and pick 


over one cup oysters, and remove the 
tough muscle; add to the first mixture 
with enough oyster liquor to moisten. 


Creamed Parsnips—Boil 
tender, 


scrape and slice lengthwise six nice, 
large parsnips. Pat over the fire.with 
two tablespoonfuls butter, half a tea- 
spoonful salt, fourth of a teaspoonful 
pepper, one-half teaspoonful chopped 
parsley. 
Shake until the mixture 


boils. Dish the parsnips; add to the 
sauce three tablespoonfuls of cream, 
in which has been stirred a quarter of 
a teaspoonful of flour. Boil once and 
pour over the parsnips. 


Baked 
Squash—Cut a Hubbard 


squash into pieces of serving size. 
Take out the seeds, but do not peel off 
bha rind. Lay the pieces in a dripping 
pan and pour in one cupful of water. 
Bake threequartera of an hour. Then 
carefully scrape the squash from each 
piece, and to each pint add one table- 
spoonful of butter, two tablespoonfuls 
of cream, half a saltspoonfnl of salt 
and one-quarter of a saltspoonful of 
jinnamon. Mix well together; place 
back in the rind, heaping it to a 
pointed mold, springle highly with 
sugar, put back in the oven and bake 
to a crisp brown. 
Serve in their 


shells. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Paint can be removed from glass by 


rubbing it with hot strong vinegar. 


A handful of carpet tacks will clean 


fruit jars or bottles readily. 
Half fill 


the jars with hot soapsuds, put in the 
tacks, cover, give vigorous shaking, 
and rinse well. 


In boiling for soup stock, the meat 


should be put into cold water, cover- 
ing the kettle tightly, and letting the 
stock simmer gently until the meat 
falls from the bones. 


In stewing meats, the water should 


be boiling when the meat is put into 
it. The intense heat causes the pores 
to close immediately, and thus keeps 
the juice in the meat. 


It is said that elder-flower water is 


an excellent and simple wash for the 
akin; it may ba made by placing the 
blossoms only in an enameled saucepan 
and covering with cold water. 


Goatskin rugs can be cleaned by 


rubbing with a softfrag wet in naphtha. 
No gas should be lit in the room when 
it is being done, and the rug should 
be hung in the air afterward till the 
odor disappears. 


Don't fail to burn all the old leaves 


that are dropped from the plants; be- 
sides their unsightly appearance when 
allowed to collect in and about the 
pots, they will harbor insects that will 
probably injure the plants. 
^A silver polish can be made by mix- 
ing a few drops of ammonia with whit- 
ing, and adding enough water to the 
whole to make it the consistency oi 
cream. It can be bottled,nnd,if corked 
tightly, will keep as long as desired. 
It cleans silver without hard rubbing. 


Make the contents of the school 


lunch boxes as dainty and attractive 
as possible.

arately in oiled paper, and strive to 
have something a little different cacb 
day. 
Remember that a little surprise 


will often tempt the wandering appe- 
tite. 


When a fire has to be kept up all

With the glove 
on, a piece of coal can be picked up 
with the fingers and put on the fire 
without making a sound, while when 
the fire requires poking this can be 
done with the stick with far less noise 
than with an ordinary poker.

URING a recent experiment 
made in Cincinnati, Ohio, it 
was proved conclusively that 
any perBon capable of safely 
handling two ordinary live electric 
wires can burn a largo hole in a steel 
safe in less than ten minutes. 
The 
feat 
was 
accomplished, 
says 
tho 
Washington 
Star, by bringing to­ 
gether two ends of a street circuit and 
making an arc. 
The aro was allowed 
to ¡Dlay against tho steel door of a 
large “ burglar-proof*’ safe, and it 
fused its way through, as one specta­ 
tor remarked, “ at the rate of a cubic 
inch per m in u te/’i Any burglar could 
thur take advantage of the lighting 
facilities of a bank and burn his way 
into the vault. 
But the expert bank 
robber does not need thio information 
to help him in his calling, lor ho can 
carry enough tools in an ordinary 
handbag to enable him to break into 
any safo or vault after two hours of 
uninterrupted work. In spite of these 
facts, which merely prove that no safe 
or vault is burglar-proof, tho days of 
big bank robberies are over. 
In large 
cities, at least, such a thing as a whole­ 
sale bank robbery could not happen. 


Although the same thing exists in 
nearly every large city in tho United 
»States, tho banks composing tho New 
York Clearing 
House 
Association 
comprise the best example of what a 
protection syndicate is like. 
Seventy- 
five banks, most of which belong to 
the association, are represented at a 
central station, in which electrical 
instruments keep silent though effi­ 
cient tab on all that may occur within 
those seventy-five walls. 
Watchmen 
are not needed in the bank buildings, 
yet not a latch can be lifted, not a 
bolt drawn nor a window raised with­ 
out the fact being at once recorded in 
tho central station. 
Delicate galva­ 
nometer needles are constantly point­ 
ing out what is going on in the banks 
and these needles never fail of their 
office. 
The least disarrangement is 
pointed out by the needles and an 
alarm is at once sounded. 
The very 
walls and partitions of the bank build­ 
ings are lined with wires and strips of 
tin foil, through which the electricity 
is kept constantly flowing. 
There­ 
fore, if the burglar merely bores a 
small hole through the banking house 
wall he disarranges the circuit and 
sends in an alarm. 


But if 
the bank 
buildings are 
guarded electrically, what shall we 
say of tho vaults themselves? 
The 
strong vault of every one of the sev- 
enty-five banks mentioned above is 
surrounded by an electrical cabinet. 
This cabinet is made of wood and con­ 
tains in tho space between it and the 
walls of tho vault a perfect network of 
wires and apparatus. 
Not a panel of 
this wooden cabinet can be moved 
without 
disarranging the apparatus 
within and causing the telltalo needle 
in the central station to point out the 
fact. 
Even if the vault was left u n ­ 
locked the cabinet would be protec­ 
tion enough. This, however, is only a 
supposititious case, because the offi­ 
cials of the bank would not bo allowed 
to leave tho building if any bolt or 
bar was out of place. 
As a matter of 
fact, the system is, from the point of 
view of the central station, in perfect 
working order only when every bolt 
and bar is in its proper place. At clos­ 
ing time every day a private signal is 
transmitted to the signal station. The 
ourrent is turned on, but if any win­ 
dow or door bo open or bolt drawn a 
bell rings and the galvanometer nee­ 
dle points to the fact. 
Word is sig­ 
naled back that something is wrong, 
and whatever it is must be rectified. 
When everything is finally in its place 
the bell stops ringing, the needle 
comes to a rest, and the circuit is 
complete. 
Thus many a forgotten 
skylight or transom is closed when it 
would otherwise have been left open 
all night. 
Quite a difference from the 
old-time system wherein the cutting 
of a wire would prevent any signal or 
alarm being sent in. 
In this case 
tho cutting of the wire sends in the 
alarm. 


As though the banks were not well 
enough protected with all this, nearly 
every one of them employs a watchman. 
In the midst of fancied security these 
men are not allowed to doze oil, as in 
days of yore. 
They are kept almost 
constantly on the move. 
In various 
parts of the building are placed push 
buttons. The watchman on guard must 
push these buttons in regular order. 
The time each button is pushed is re­ 
corded on a time recorder in the cen­ 
tral office. 
If the buttons are pushed 
out of their regular turn, or if the 
watchman is before or behind time in 
pushing them, a special policeman is 
at once dispatched to inquire the 
cause. When the policeman arrives at 
tho bank the watchman has to sign a 
printed blank, stating when, how and 
why the dereliction of duty occurred. 
This card-signing system often leads 
to curious results. 


The protection 
syndicate system 
also takeB charge of leading jewelry 
stores, silk warehouses and dealers in 
other goods coveted by thieves. These 
firms, when opening their places of 
business in the morning, invariably 
transmit to the ceutral »Utica * p ri-, 


vate signal. 
If this signal, hower ej 
satisfactory it may be transmitted, if 
sent in an hour, or oven half an hour, 
before tho prescribed time, a special 
policeman is sent at onco to see if 
everything is all right. The signature 
of tho person or persons who should 
open the store is kept on record in tho 
central office. 
This is carried along 
by the special policeman, who asks 
the person at the store to sign his 
name. 
If it does not correspond with 
the recorded signature, 
the person 
found on the premises is immediately 
taken into custody. 
Many thieves 
have been captured in this manner, 
but also so have a few innooent per­ 
sons—employes who have been over- 
zealous in morning punctuality. 


Private houses are'protected by tho 
hundreds during the summer months, 
most of tho residents giving the keys 
to tho central office and giving their 
winter homes directly in charge of the 
watchmen at the annunciators. 
If 
keepers are left in charge of tho 
houses, their signatures are kept on 
file at the central station. If anything 
goes wrong at the houses, policemen 
are dispatched to them with a copy of 
the signature. If tho one asked for cor­ 
responds to the one on record all is 
well, but if not, an arrest follows. 
If 
the family is out of town only author­ 
ized members of it Capable of proving 
their identity by means of recorded 
signatures are ailowed to enter a house 
wliilo it is in charge of the watchmen.

trouble about it coming out whole. 


TIIE aior VERSUS THE SCRUB BRUSH. 
“ The scrub brush as a method of 
cleaning floors, though in oxtonsivo 
use in this section of the country, aud 
even more so in parts further south,” 
remarked a New England lady who 
took a nrominont imrt in tho recent 
mothers’ congress, “ long since went 
out of use m tho New Englaud States, 
and never did have much of a place in 
the progressive new cities of the West. 
In its plane a mop at the end of a stick 
is used. 
Tho mop does much better 
work, as we look at it, aud besides can 
be used without getting down on all 
fours, which is hard work in itself. A 
woman can do double as much work 
with a mop and in half the timo as can 
be done with tho scrub brush. 
Per­ 
sonally, I had supposed that tho scrub 
brush had gone out of use everywhere, 
until I saw scrubwomen using it at tho 
hotel where I am stopping and after­ 
ward in tho corridors iu one of tho de­ 
partment buildings.

or long-handled scrub brash secures.”

RECIPES, 


Oyster Stuffing—To one cup cracker 
crumbs add 
one-fourth cup melted 
butter, one-half teaspoonful chopped 
parsley, one teaspoonful lemon juice, 
one-half teaspoonful salt, one-fourth 
teaspoonful pepper. 
Wash and pick 
over one cup oysters, and remove the 
tough m uscle; add to the first mixture 
with enough oyster liquor to moisten. 


Creamed 
Parsnips—Boil 
tender, 
scrape and slice lengthwise six nice, 
large parsnips. Pub over the fire,with 
two tablespoonfuls butter, half a tea­ 
spoonful salt, fourth of a teaspoonful 
pepper, one-half teaspoonful chopped 
parsley. 
Shake until the mixture 
boils. 
Dish the parsnips ; add to the 
sauce three tablespoonfuls of cream, 
in which has been stirred a quarter of 
a teaspoonful of flour. 
Boil once and 
pour over the parsnips. 


Baked 
Squash—Cut a 
Hubbard 
squash into pieces of serving size. 
Take out the seeds, but do not peel off 
the rind. Lay the pieces in a dripping 
pan and pour in one cupful of water. 
Bake threequarters of an hour. Then 
carefully scrape the squash from each 
piece, and to each pint add one table­ 
spoonful of butter, two tablespoonfuls 
of cream, half a saltspoonful of salt 
and one-quarter of a saltspoonful of 
sinnamon. 
Mix well together ; place 
back in the rind, heaping it to a 
pointed mold, springle highly with 
sugar, put back in the oven and bake 
to a crisp brown. 
Serve in their 
shells. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Paint can bo removed from glass by 
rubbing it with hot strong vinegar. 


A handful of carpet tacks will clean 
fruit jars or bottles readily. 
Half fill 
the jars with hot soapsuds, put in the 
tacks, cover, give vigorous shaking, 
and rinse well. 


In boiling for soup stock, the meat 
should be put into cold water, cover­ 
ing the kettle tightly, and lotting the 
stock simmer gently until the meat 
falls from the bones. 


In stewing meats, tho water should 
be boiling when tho meat is put intc 
it. 
The intense heat causes the poree 
to close immediately, and thus keeps 
the juice in the meat. 


It is said that elder-flower water is 
an excellent and simple wash for the 
skin ; it may be made by placing the 
blossoms only in an enameled saucepan 
and covering with cold water. 


Goatskin rugs can bo oleanod by 
rubbing with a soft|rag wet in naphtha. 
No gas should be lit in the room when 
it is being done, and the rug should 
be hung in the air afterward till the 
odor disappears. 


Don’t fail to burn all the old leaves 
that are dropped from the plants; be­ 
sides their unsightly appearance when 
allowed to collect in and about the 
pots, they will harbor insects that will 
probably injure the plants. 
If A silver polish can be made by mix­ 
ing a few drops of ammonia with whit­ 
ing, and adding enough water to the 
whole to make it the consistency oi 
cream. It can be bottled,and,if corked 
tightly, will keep as long as desired, 
It cleans silver without hard rubbing. 


Make the contents of the school 
lunch boxes as dainty and attractive 
as possible. 
Roll each article sep­ 
arately in oiled paper, and strive to 
have something a little different each 
day. 
Remember that a little surprise 
will often tempt the wandering appe­ 
tite. 


When a fire has to be kept up all 
night in the room of an invalid an old 
loose glove should be kept handy with 
a long wooden stick. 
With the glove 
on, a piece of coal can be picked up 
with the fingers and put on the fire 
without making a sound, while when 
the fire requires poking this can be 
done with the stick with far less noise 
than with an ordinary poker,

Colorado may eventually become 


the source of this country's coffee sup- 
ply. Through a series of experiments 
conducted at the State Agricultural 
College, a wild pea has been so tamed 
that it gives a very good substitute for 
the Brazilian bean. It is known as the 
Idaho coffee pea, owing to its having 
been found in that State growing in 
rank profusion. 


Colorado is the first State to make 


a specialty of the introduction ot the 
pea for fodder for animals and food 
for man. It is equally palatable for 
both, and possesses such remarkable 
qualities that it would not be surprising 
if it obtains a regular standing in the 
economy of life. Now the only trou- 
ble is to get sufficient for seed, owing 
to the very recent discovery of its 
value. 


For the past two years tbe pea has 


been growing in iavor among the farm- 
ers of the Cache la Poudre valley, and 
the present season will witness the pro- 
duction of large quantities of it for 
stock food, for which purpose it is pro- 
bably not excelled by any crop grown 
in that latitude. 


Tbe plant is a native of Idaho, where 


it grows wild, its fruit being used main- 
ly as a substitute for coffee, an infusion 
of tbe leaves having been used for gen- 
eral ions by tbe Shosbones before they 
ever had any knowledge of tbe import- 
ed article. 
Settlers who invaded tbe 


west in tbe '6o's gave tbe plant tbe 
name of tbe "coffee pea" for want of a 
better expression.

The plant is a native of Idaho, where 
it grows wild, its fruit being used main­ 
ly as a substitute for coffee, an infusion 
of the leaves having been used for gen- 
crat ions by the Shoshones before they 
ever had any knowledge of the import­ 
ed article. 
Settlers who invaded the 
west in the '6o’s gave the plant the 
name of the "coffee pea" fur want of a 
better expression.

T1IK1IC IMPORTATION HAS OKK 


A (jltUAT SUCCKSS.J 


How a Ijupp Protects tlie Animals 


From Ksklmu Doss— Kelndecr 


Solved Alaska's TruiiBpor-

HERE are reindeer in Alaska. 
So much has been known for 
three or four years, for the 
Government 
bought them 


from the Siberian deerraen and put 
them there. 
And the reindeer are 


flourishing anil multiplying. That is 
ihe report that comes from the far 
North from the men who were put in 
charge ol the deer and told to teach 
the Eskimo how to use and raise them. 


This verdict of success with the rein- 


deer is thought to mean great things 
for Alaska. Just now there's little to 
eat in the bigge&t part of that big 
country up North. Get up above the 
Aleutian chain ot islands that make 
stepping stones for giants half way 
across to Abia, or go over the mount- 
ain wall that faces the coast of South- 
ern Alaska, nnd lood must bo got fiom 
the outbide, li it's to be had atall. Little 
or nothing can be raised, wild animals 
are scarce and cattle couldn't live there 
even il there was anything for them 
to eat. 


But the reindeer pastures—they're 


immense! There are 400,000 square 
miles of land covered with the fibrous 
white moss, and all on earth it-is good 
for is to feed reindeer. The pasture 
lands run back a thousand miles or 
two irom Bristol bay and stretch across 
the Yukon and far to the north—even 
to the ever frozen region of Point Bar- 
row. 
According to the calculations of 


Sheldon Jackson, there is pasturage 
for 9,200,000 reindeer on the Bad 
Lauds of Alaska, and as reindeer are 
worth $9 or $10 apiece there is a 
chance to do a very respectable busi- 
ness in the stock-raising line in that 


tho lesson that it was not good to at- 
tack tho herd. Then they gave tbeir 
attention to tho sled deer that were 
kept about tho station for hauling. 
For a time even the presence of men 
failed to restrain them. Quo or two 
deer driven by themselves were too

tempting, and for weeks they were 
liable to te assailed by a howling pack 
of ki-yis. 
The station had brought a 


party of Lapps to take charge of the 
reindeer, 
however, and the Lapp 


knows how to deal with dogs. 
The 


Lapp carries a knife with a blade ten 
or twelve inches long,and has a handy 
habit of using it. 
A witness to the 


conflict tells how the Lapp deals with 
the dogs: 


"Ihe Lapp was driving a pair of 


deer. 
A dozen great Eskimo dogs 


thought the time had come for fresh 
meat and gave chase. 
Before the 


Lapp knew what was coming, sled and 
reindeer were surrounded and the 
dogs were leaping and barking before 
the frightened creatures. 
The Lapp 


gave a series of shouts that frightened 
the dogs for a moment. 
Then in the 


moment of respite he leaped from the 
sled, rau to the heads of the deer and 
threw them with their backs on the 
ground. 
Then straddling them and 


holding, their heads erect with his left 
hand he drew his great knife in his 
right. 
The reindeer could not rise.

desolate country, if only the reindeer 
flourish and multiply. 


But there" have been great times in 


getting the reindeer his footing in Al- 
aska. He was an assisted immigrant 
and had to be protected against all 
sorts of dangers besides those found in 
his native country. The main dangers 
feared were from the Eskimo dogs, the 
hungry Eskimo himself and the loss 
that would come from neglect of un- 
skillful or careless herders. 


The Eskimo is little removed from 


a wolf. He is hungry and savage and 
the reindeer is eatable. Consequently 
there was trouble. 
The Eskimo dogs 


are thick about the station and Eskimo 
villages. Dogs are a part of Eskimo 
wealth, as the only pack animals of 
the frozen north up to the arrival of 


In their position they could hardly 
struggle, and the Lapp was ready for 
battle. 
He had hardly got into posi- 


tion, though the operation had taken 
but a moment, when the dogs were on 
him again, eager for reindeer meat. 
With one sweep the Lapp cut at the 
first two dogs. There was a wild howl 
of pain, a dripping of blood and the 
two leaders lost interest in the fight. 
The other dogs were nothing daunted 
by the fate of the first and still pressed 
forward. 
The Lapp swung his knife 


back and forth with loud cries, and at 
every swing some dog was yelping with 
pain and retiring to give his comrades 
a chance. 
By the end of a minute 


there were but two or three dogs on 
the active list, and with a final whoop 
the Lapp ftightened them into retir- 
ing to a respectful distance. 
The 


Lapp stepped aside and released the 
reindeers* heads; in an instant they 
were on tneir feet. 
He leaped into 


the sled once more and in a few sec- 
onds only a cloud of snow flying into 
the air told where he had gone." 


In case the dogs pluck np spirit for 


a pursuit after a first failure, the Lapp 
repeats the process ol disposing of iris 
foes until enough have been killed or 
wounded to put an end to further at- 
tacks. In the Port Clarence region 
only one dog was killed, though the 
Eskimo village looked for a while like 
a hospital for wounded dogs. 
The 


Lapps were always victorious, and no 
reindeer were killed. After a round 
of battles and a proper amount of 


the reindeer, but are easier to get than 
to feed. So when the reindeer were 
brought to the Teller Reindeer Sta- 
tion at Port Clarence the Eskimo dogs 
made an attack on the herd. They 
Vere oat for game and had to be driven 
off again and again before thej learned 


away cm the tcfct. 
There i» plenty for 


tho increase of centuries. The troubles 
that come from untrained herders is 
being gradually lessened. Tho Eski- 
mos are skillful enough, but they learn 
from the Lapps. 
Milking, however, 


was a trick that the Eskimos had Home 
difficulty in acquiring. Before, the 
Lapps came some experiments bad 
been made, and tho first time that the 
Lapps attempted to begiu the opera- 
tion on a cow she started like a flash, 
leaped the fence, knocked down a 
herder and ran away. On inquiry it 
was learned thai the customary way 
of milking had been to lasso the se- 
lected cow, throw her down and while 
three men held her on the ground the 
fourth drew the milk. The cows had 
apparently acquired a prejudice against 
the operation, and it took nearly a year 
to convince them that milking was a 
harmless, pleasant exercise in no way 
to be regarded as a signal for a riot. 


According to the enthusiasts the 


domestic reindeer are going to solve 
the transportation problem for Alaska 
as well as the food problem for the 
Eskimo. The dog teams are expensive 
carriers and not efficient either. Al- 
aska is a land of magnificent distances, 
with settlements hundreds of miles 
apart. 
The dog teams can travel only 


fifteen to twenty-five miles a day, can 
carry only a i'ew hundred pounds, and 
as iood for their support must be 
packed, they cannot make very long 
journeys. Reindeer can travel farther 
in a day, draw much heavier loads," 
and in camp can forage for themselves. 
So the reindeer team, the sled and the 
Lapland harness will sooa become as 
typical of Alaska in the front pages of 
the school geography as of Lapland. 
But just now there is a call for a few 
thousand more reindeer. 
If they can 


be secured the herd will increase a't a 
rapid rate. Just now it is slow, 0.3 
there are only five or six hundred cows 
at the stations. So it will be some 
time before the 9,200,000 reindeer will 
darken the Alaskan snows and strain 
the capacities of the Alaskan moss pas- 
tures.—San Francisco Examiner. 


THE MODERN PARLOR. 


Wbereln It Differs From That of the 


Past—Its Proper Furnishings. 


The improvement in public taste in 


this country during the past few years 
is shown,in few ways more strikingly 
than in furnishing of the parlor. In 
the olden times, when houses were 
heated with difficulty by open fire- 
places or little wood stoves, it became 
the custom in winter time to shut off 
the portions of the house that were 
not needed for living purposes for 
economy of fuel. 
The parlor was not 


a necessary place for family use, as the 
household generally gathered for com- 
fort in the kitchen or dining-room. 
Therefore 
the 
parlor 
waa 
the 


first room to 
be 
closed on 
the 


approach of winter, and the lost 
to be opened on the advent of 
summer. It is scarcely a generation 
ago, and weil within the memory of 
persons of moderate age, that the par- 
lor was darkened day and night, hold* 
ing no attractions for members of the 
household. The most crying fault in 
the American house of moderate di- 
mensions is still that the parlor is 
made too formal, and is not given the 
true home atmosphere. 


From the architectural arrangement 


of most detached houses the parlor is 
rarely one of the best lighted rooms— 


tures, and plenty of small ones should 
be iuterHuerHed in order to give diver- 
sity and informality. 
The mantels 


should be well filled with objects of 


view. 


nor is there any need that it should be 
—cor is it generally as well provided 
with artificial heat. For these reasons 
it is a mistake to furnish in cold tones, 
such as white and gold. 
Delightful 


as the contemplation of such a room 
is, it is not comfortable nor home- 
like, nor is it worth the time and pa- 
tience it reqnires to preserve it in the 
midst of a full-fledged neat of yonng

The Eskimo apprentices, not 
being particular about such trifles as 
the cause of death, promply appropri- 
ated the flesh and all else that was 
chewable about the deceased deer, and 
made a holiday feast 
Five reindeer 


were killed for food for the whites and 
the Lapps in the first winter. The 
others fared well. 


The danger of lack of food melted

HERE are reindeer in Alaska, 
So much has been known for 
threo or four years, for the 
Government 
bought them 
from the Siberian doormen and put 
them there. 
And iho reindeer are 
flourishing and multiplying. 
That is 
the report that comes from the far 
North from the men who were put in 
charge of the deer and told to teach 
tho Eskimo how to use and raisfe them. 


This verdict of success with tho rein­ 
deer is thought to mean great things 
for Alaska. 
Just now there’s little to 
eat in the biggest part of that big 
country up North. 
Get up above tho 
Aleutian chain of islands that make 
stepping stones for giants half way 
across to Asm, or go over tho mount­ 
ain wall that faces tho coast of South­ 
ern Alaska, and food must bo got fiom 
tho outside, if it’s to be had at all. Little 
or nothing can bo raised, wild animals 
are scarce and cattle couldn’t live there 
even ii there was anything for them 
to eat. 


But the reindeer pastures—-they’re 
immense! 
There are 400,000 square 
miles of land covered with the fibrous 
white moss, and all on earth it 4s good 
for is to feed reindeer. 
Tho pasture 
lands run back a thousand miles or 
two from Bristol bay and stretch across 
the Yukon and far to tho north—oven 
to the ever frozen region of Point Bar­ 
row. 
According to the calculations of 
Sheldon Jackson, there is pasturage

He had hardly got into jDOsi- 
tion, though the operation had taken 
but a moment, when the dogs were on 
him again, eager for reindeer meat. 
With ono sweep the Lapp cut at the 
first two dogs. There was a wild howl 
of pain, a dripping of blood and the 
two leaders lost interest in the fight. 
The other dogs were nothing daunted 
by the fate of the first and still pressed 
forward. 
The Lapp swung his knife 
back and forth with loud cries, and at 
every swing some dog was yelping with 
pain and retiring to give his comrades 
a chance. 
By the end of a minute 
there were but two or three dogs on 
the active list, and with a final whoop 
the Lapp frightened them into retir­ 
ing to a respectful distance. 
The 
Lapp stepped aside and released the 
reindeers’ heads; m a n instant they 
were on tneir feet. 
He leaped into 
the sled once more and in a few sec­ 
onds only a cloud of snow flying into 
the air told where he had gone.” 


In case the dogs pluck up spirit for 
a pursuit after a first failure, tho Lapp 
repeats the process o'f dis|)osing of his 
foes until enough have been killed or 
wounded to £>ut an end to further at­ 
tacks. 
In the Port Clarence region 
only Qne dog was killed, though the 
Eskimo village looked for a while like 
a hospital for wounded dogs. 
The 
Lapps were always victorious, and no 
reindeer were killed. 
After a round 
of battles and a proper amount of 
slashed skins had taught the dogs that 
reindeer were private property there 
was no more trouble. The dogs around 
the present reindeer station pay no 
further attention to them. 
As the 
reindeer enlarge their circle to reach 
other villages, however, the process 
of education has to be repeated. 
It 
will take some ypars and a good many 
sore hides to teach the canine popula­ 
tion of Alaska that there is a close 
season for reindeer. 


The herds are safe from the natives. 
The only reindeer meat that has gone 
down their throats has come from a 
number of reindeer that died from 
sickness, The Eskimo apprentices, not 
being particular about such trifles as 
the cause of death, promply appropri­ 
ated the flesh and’ all else that was 
chewable about the deceased deer, and 
made a holiday feast.

Lapps came pome experiments had 
been made, and the first time that the 
Lapps attempted to begin the opera­ 
tion on a cow she started like a flash, 
leaped tho fence, knocked down a 
herder and ran away. 
On inquiry it 
was learned that the customary way 
of milking had been to lasso the so* 
lected cow, throw her down and while 
three men held her on tho ground the 
fourth drew the milk. 
The cows had 
apparently acquired a prejudice against 
the operation, and it took nearly a year 
to convince them that milking was a 
harmless, pleasant exercise in no way 
to be regarded as a signal for a riot. 


According to the enthusiasts tho 
domestic reindeer are going to solvo 
tho transportation problem for Alaska 
as well as tho food problem for the 
Eskimo. 
The dog teams are expensive 
carriers and not efficient either, 
Al­ 
aska is a land of maguiiicent distances, 
with settlements hundreds of miles 
apart. 
Tho dog toams can travel only 
fifteen to twenty-five miles a day, can 
carry only a few hundred pounds, and 
as food for their support must bo 
packed, they cannot make very long 
journeys. 
Reindeer can travel farther 
in a day, draw much heavier loads, 
and in camp can forago for themselves. 
So the reindeer team, tho sled and tho 
Lapland harness will soon become as 
typical of Alaska in the front pages of 
tho school geography as of Lapland.

The Importance of Devonport a» a 


naval base has been repeatedly demon- 
strated. To-day the dockyard and the 
Keyliam eteam factory cover an area 
of 145 acres, exclusive of the victualing 
yard, th« naval barracks, the Royal En- 
gineering College and the many other 
government buildings located on the 
banks of the Tauiar and occupying 200 
additional acres. 


Tbe present board of admiralty have 


now oommeneed a scheme of exten- 
sion, says the London Globe, which in 
costliaees, if not in importance, will 
eclipse any work of the kind previously 
undertaken, arid will convert Devon- 
port—with the exception of Pembroke, 
tbe youngest of the royal dockyards— 
Into tbe largest and most efficiently de- 
fended arsenal in the world. The au- 
thorities in Whitehall have set their 
hand to a scheme of naval expansion at 
the western port which will entail an ex- 
penditure of about £6,000,000. A million 
sterling has been spent In docking op- 
erations as a preliminary to the exten- 
sion of Devonport as a naval port, and 
the means of access to the dockyard at 
all tides has been rendered safe and 
easy. 


The scheme includes the creation of 


a tidal basin, with an area of 35^ 
acres, being 4% times as large as the 
biggest basin which Devonport now 
possesses. 
It will be 1,550 feet long 


and 1,000 fVet broad, with a depth of 
55 feet below the coping stone. Lead- 
ing from this basin, which will be en- 
tered from the Hamoaze by a tidal 
caisson, will be three graving docks 
and an entrance lock sufficiently large 
to permit the passage through of ves- 
sels larger than any yet designed. This 
lock will be an important addition to 
the accommodation, for it is to be so 
constructed that it can be closed with 
a caisson and utilized as a dock. The 
scheme thus aims at providing a large 
tidal ba^in, \vliich can be used at any 
state of the tide, and five docks so com- 
modious ns to reduce to a minimum the 
possibility of accident in the docking or 
unlocking of the largest vessels. Ply- 
mouth's geographical position renders 
these additional facilities for the ac- 
commodation of the largest war vessels 
of tne greatest national importance.

SMUT IN OATS. 


In bulletin No. 64 of the Ohio ex- 


perimental station are reported there- 
Baits of a series of experiments made 
on the station farm at Wooster in 
1895 in the treatment of oats for the 
prereution of smut, in which it was 
shown that from duplicate samples of 
seeds, taken from the same sack, the 
untreated seed produced as high as 
forty per cent, of smutted heads, 
while the treated seed produced a 
considerably larger crop entirely free 
from smut. 
These experiments have 


been repeated with the same result in 
1396, a year when the smut of oats 
has been exceptionally prevalent. 
It 


has also been demonstrated that, with 
a very slight modification, the same 
treatment will absolutely prevent the 
stinking smut of wheat, aud the bul- 
letin named gives full directions for 
this treatment, both for oats and 
wheat. From the reports which have 
come to the station it seems probable 
that the farmers of Ohio have this 
year lost not less than half a million 
dollars from oat smut alone.

THE DBAFT HOBSE. 


Within the next three or four years 


it is probable that two-thirds of all the 
draft horses now doing the work of the 
country will be "expended in the ser- 
vice," and will have to be replaced. 
There is a great deal of talk about the 
progress cf invention displacing the 
horse, but no bicycle or trolley has 
yet been discovered that -will do the 
work the draft horse doe?. It is a 
class of work, too, that has' become 
notably scarce in this country. There 
are very few of them coming on. With 
a revival of business, which is certain 
to come eventually, those city firms 
which take pride in having their vans, 
drays and other heavy vehicles drawn 
by fine, heavy, showy draft horses will 
be in the market for supplies.

BMUT IN OATS# 


In bulletin No. 61 of tho Ohio ex* 
perimental station are reported tho re­ 
sults of a series of experiments made 
on the station farm at Wooster in 
1895 in the treatment of oats for tho 
prevention of smut, in which it was 
shown that from duplicate samples of 
| seeds, taken from the same sack, tho 
untreated seed produced as high as 
forty per cent, of smutted heads, 
while the treated seed produced a 
considerably larger crop entirely free 
from smut. 
Theso experiments have 
been repeated with the same result in 
1396, a year when the smut of oats 
has been exceptionally prevalent. 
It 
has also been demonstrated that, with 
a very slight modification, tho same 
treatment will absolutely prevent the 
stinking smut of wheat, and the bul­ 
letin named gives full directions for 
this treatment, 
both for oats and 
wheat. 
From the reports which have 
come to the station it seems probable 
that the farmers of Ohio have this 
year lost not lc3s than half a million 
dollars from oat smut alone. 


AN EXAMPLE IN FEEDING CORN 


Mr. J. «J. Chandler, a prosperous 
farmer of Solomon, In., grew 4000 
bushels of corn last vear, aud instead 
« 
a 
** 
of lamenting because the market price 
offered him was so low as to afford no 
profit, he thought it would pay better 
to feed. 
Accordingly he bought 101 
head of cattle, choosing good thrifty 
animals, not fat, for which ho paid 
$3748.92. 
That was on the second of 
September. 
He fed the cattle on corn 
and cornstalks for which he would 
have found no other market, 
Near 
the first of January he sold the cattlo 
in the Chisago raaiket, having mean­ 
while fed the corn, and received for 
them <$6147.57. 
He reckons that the 
corn brought him 53.^ cents per bush­ 
el, as the manure pile is worth more 
than tho value of the stalks and the 
labor of caring for thè cattle four 
months. 
It requires skillful feeding 
to produce such a result. 
Any over­ 
feeding would easily lessen the gain 
one-haif. -If clover or even meadow 
hay can be fed with corn to fattening 
cattle, the risk of loss is greatly re­ 
duced. 
i Cornstalks and corn, both 
mainly carbonaceous, are too much 
alike in nutrition to be generally fed 
profitably together.

Don’t overwater at this season ; givo 
just enough to keep the soil moder­ 
ately moist. 


Don’t allow tho plants to grow lank 
and spindling; pinching back and 
pruning will now be necessary on the 
plants that aro making rapid growth. 


Don’t waste the cuttings, no matter 
how small they may b e; tuck them 
down in the moist sand pots, and they 
will soon root for summer bedding. 


Don’t forget to water the chrysan­ 
themums occasionally that have been 
stored in the cellar during the winter. 
They may soo*n be started into growth 
now, and young plants for the spring 
potting may be started from them. 


Don’t allow all the callas to bloom 
at the same time. 
It may be neces­ 
sary to retard some of the plants in 
order to keep a succession of bloom. 
This may be done by taking them into 
a cooler room and giving less water. 


Don’t forget that newly formed 
shoots, not too soft, but sufficiently 
brittle to snap off with a clean break, 
are tho best places to got cuttings, 
and that these will root easily, quickly 
and best in clean sand. 


THE DBAFT HOUSE. 


Within the next three or four years 
it is probable that two-thirds of all the 
draft horses now doing the work of the 
country will be “ expended in the ser­ 
vice,” and will have to be replaced. 
There is a great deal of talk about the 
progress of invention displacing the 
horse, but no bicycle or trolley has 
yet been discovered that will do the 
work the draft horse does. 
It is a 
olass of work, too, that has ‘ become | 
notably scarce in this country. There 1 
are very few of them coming on. With 
a revival of business, which is certain 
to come eventually, those eity firms 
which take pride in having their vans, 
drays and other heavy vehicles drawn 
by fine, heavy, showy draft horses will 
be in the market for supplies. 
They 
find that horses of this class not only 
do the work well, but are a handsome 
advertisement of their business, and 
they will want them, 
Just at this 
time it would puzzle almost anyone to 
know where to find them. Nor is there 
much promise that they will be found 
in the near future in the existing sup­ 
ply of colts. 
Farmers and live-stock 
growers are looking about to find some 
line of work that iB not overdone. No 
one conversant with tho situation has 
any apprehension about the draft 
horse business being so overdone now. 
The only thing that at present pre­ 
vents a genuine draft-horse famine is 
the general business depression that 
exists throughout the country which 
limits the demand. 
If the demand 
were normal, the supply would be 
wholly inadequate to it. 
The breed­ 
ing of good drai. Itorses, wherever one 
has mares suitable for the work, is, 
therefore, so far as it is possible for 
anyone to peer into the future, as 
good an opening as the live-stock 
grower can find,—Western Farm Jour­ 
nal .

The Greek Ministry Maintains Its 


Belligerent Attitude. 


London, May 5.—The Athens corre- 


spondent of The Times telegraphs that 
the Greek cabinet, after bearing the 
reports from the ministers who had re- 
turned from the front, resolved to con- 
tinue the war. The decision of the 
government is momentous, but it is 
difficult to say whether it is absolutely 
final. General Smolensk! has declined 
to accept the post of chief of staff of 
the Crown Prince Constantin, as he 
prefers to remain with his own brigade. 


The foreign ministers have tendered 


the intervention of the powers to 
Greece, but the government has re- 
served its reply. It is rumored in the 
Greek camo at Pharsalos, however, 
that peace will shortly be proclaimed. 


It is now denied that an officer has 


been appointed to succeed Colonel Vas- 
sos, in command of the Greek forces 
in Crete. This is interpreted at Athens 
as a prelude to the recall of the Greek 
troops from the island, and as proof 
of the conciliatory intentions of the 
new cabinet. 


Colonel Vassos has been appointed 


to succeed Colonel Manos, who has 
been In command of the Greek forces 
operating in Epirus. Ex-Minister Me- 
taxas replaces General Macras, and 
Major Constantinides has been re- 
called from Crete and appointed chief 
of Prince Constantin's staff. 


The special correspondent of The 


Times with the Turkish forces at Vel- 
estino telegraphs under date of April 
30 that the Turks have captured the 
village of Kephalo, at the foot of the 
pass, adding that with the reinforce- 
ments then en route from Larissa the 
Turks would undoubtedly be able to 
force the defile and, if necessary, cap- 
ture Velestino. 


The Turkish porte has replied to the 


French, Russian and British embassies, 
giving its consent to their proposal to 
protect the Greeks, bat only during 
the period allowed for their departure. 
The porte adds that all treaties with 
Greece are suspended for the time be- 
ing.

Belligerent Attitude. 


London, M ay 5»—Tho A thens corre­ 
spondent of Tho Times telegraphs th a t 
the Greek cabinet, a fte r hearing th e 
reports from th e m inisters who had re ­ 
tu rn ed from the front, resolved to con­ 
tinue th e w ar. 
The decision of th e 
governm ent is m om entous, but it is 
difficult to say w hether it is absolutely 
final. G eneral Smolcnskl has declined 
to accept the post of chief of staff of 
th e Crown Prince C onstantin, as he 
prefers to rem ain w ith his own brigade.

Appalling scoues In tlio Rusli to Es- 


c(ipo tlio Kapld Spread o f t h o Flames, 
X-eadUiK Society Ladles lu the Mad 
Scrauiblo For Life. 
Paris, May 5.—Fire broke out late 
yesterday afternoon in a crowded char- 
itable bazaar in the Rue Jean Goujon, 
at which the Duchess d'Uzes and othei 
well known patronesses were present 
The proceeds of the sales at each stall 
were devoted to a separate charity. 


The staHs were presided over by 
Mme. Fevrier. the 
wife 
of 
General 
Fevrier; the Marquise de l'Aigrie. Mme, 
Jacobs, the Baronne de la Doucette, 
the Marquise de S t Michael, the Duch- 
ess d'Uzes, Mme. Migrnotte. the Bar- 
onne de St. Idler, the Comtesse Dzyal- 
ynska, the Marquise le Gouestier, the 
Marquise d'Argence, the Marquise da 
Pitti, the Duchess d'Alencon, a mem- 
ber of the Orleans family; Mme. d'Arlu, 
Mme. 
Boisseaux, 
the 
Baron 
P. 
de 
Schickler. Mme. Moreau, the Marquise 
Costa de Beauregard, her royal high- 
ness the Duchess de Vendôme, 
the 
Marquise de Maison and the Comtesse 
de Grefful, nee la Rochefoucauld. 


The buUdlngr was constructed about 
six months as:o.

swinff, when suddenly, about 4 o'clock, 
the cry of fire rose in 
the quarter 
where the klnematograph was 
beinc 
exhibited. 


The Duchess D'Uzea and her daugh- 
ter, the Duchess De Luynes, had stalls 
near the 
creat 
door. 
They escaped 
easily, the former unharmed and the 
latter 
but 
slightly 
injured. 
Henry 
Blount, the promoter of the bazaar, 
had 
his beard 
burned off. 
General 
Fevrier escaped with only burns on the 
head and 
hands, 
alone with 
Mme. 
Wilson, daughter of former President 
Grevy, 
Mme. 
La Boulaye 
and 
the 
Duchess D'Alencon. 


A policeman who was on duty at the 
doors of the bazaar says that from 
1,500 to 1,800 people were in the build- 
ing when the fire broke out. He adds 
that the alarm caused a general panic, 
followed by a terrible rush for 
the 
doors, which were soon choked with 
people, thus preventingr the escape of 
many who might otherwise have been 
saved. The strong trampled upon the 
weak, the young crushed the old to the 
fioor, heartrending cries of fear arose 
on all sides, soon followed by shrieks 
of aiïony as the flames swept onward 
behind the crowd struggling for the 
doors. 


Panic helped to spread the Are. La- 
dies whose clothes were blazing ran 
wildly about, igniting the inflammable 
surroundings. 
They had the strength 


that cycling and athletics give, but lost 
their heads. 


The prefect of police declares that 
there are fully 200 persons missing, and 
it 1« believed that all of these have 
perished in the holocaust. The wound- 
ed are now known to number at least 
180» 


The flremen arrived at 6 o'clock, and 
a company of Infantry followed, to 
clear the ruins and search for corpses 
Tho news spread like wildflre. Ail the 
cabinet ministers now in Paris went 
immediately to the scene. Hundreds of 
equipages streamed along the Champs 
d'lilysees, their occupants with anx- 
ious and tear stained faces, Inquiring 
for their relatives. 
There were many 
heartrending scenes of grief and de- 
spair. 
One lady rushed about fran- 
tically calling her daughter by name 
Kome one told her the girl was safe' 
whereupon she Jumped, danced 
and 
screamed, and then 
rushed 
to 
the 
coachman to tell him to drive home, 
and fell In a dead swoon. Another lady 
went insane. A third imagined in her 
frenzy that she recognized her daugh- 
ter's dress, and hysterically called upon 
her husband to tell the police to pre- 
vent the child from going to the ba- 
zaar. 


PoUcomen, their hands covered with 
gloves, have been deputed by the pre- 
fect of police to pick out the portions 
of the roniains and to wrap them in 
pieres of clotii, to be transferred in 
ambulauceg. to the Palais 
d'L'lndus- 
trles. The remains present a horrible 
spectacle of limbs burned and twist- 
ed. On all sides can be seen stretchers 
piled with niuUiated 
corpses, 
ekuils 
split open and brains exuding. 
Just 
Ijehind a heap of corpses lies alone the 
body 
a woman. The face is down- 
H a r d . the he^-d burned, the brain ex- 
po.sud, and from the empty socket of 
the eye tJie brains are ¿slowly oozing. 
TJie a r m s and legs were burned off. 


A little further off is t^Q body of an- 
other woman, nuiCo. the entrails pro- 
tiuillng and the hv^ij-d misslníí. It is a 


The dead wore piled in hoaps. es- 
pecially near the exit, where the char- 
red remains wore four feet doop. Arms, 
legs and skulls mingled in inextricable 
confusion. 
In somo cases only 
the 
trunks romnlnod. with no vestige of 
clothing on any of the bodies. 


The names licked most of those who 
escaped, and dresses were burnod from 
the backs of their -wearers, who tore off 
their biasing hats as they rushed for 
the street, their heads singed to the 
roots of their hair. The clothing not 
burned ofC was literally torn olT. No 
painter ever imagined a last Judgment 
BO appalling. 


The flames rose to a fearful height. 
The fire brigade came quickly, but the 
blockade In front of the burning mass 
was simply frightful, and the hose was 
compelled to play over the heads of 
the 
multitude. The 
scorched 
people 
cried for the firemen to souse them, 
which they did. The cries from within 
were cries never to be forgotten for in- 
tensity of anguish. 


The fire originated on the left side 
of the bazaar. 
The Illuminating ap- 
paratus 
of 
the 
kinematograph 
ex- 
ploded and set fire to the Turkish cur- 
tains and hangings. In a few momenta 
the flames spread along the whole side 
of the bazaar. The public threw them- 
eelves instinctively to the right side 
of the building, which backed on a 
high wall of an adjoining edifice. The 


bazaar 
altogether 
had 
eight 
doors, 
three in front and one on the left side. 
In the rear were four, like French win- 
dows, which were specially reserved 
for the employes. The crowd near the 
main entrance was able to escape, but 
those at the other end, not knowing 
of the doors reserved for the employes, 
found themselves hemmed in. 


As the fire spread the pressure on 
the right side, where there were no 
exits, kept steadily increasing. 
Here 
a number of the victims were crushed 
to death. 
Happily, the wall of the 
Hotel Du Palais, against which the 
bazaar backed, furnished a barred win- 
dow. Immediately on the alarm being 
given the servants hurriedly broke the 
bars, and were able to rescue a large 
number of persons. 


Suddenly, above 
the 
roar of 
the 
flames, were heard cries <>f terror and 
despairing appeals for help from the 
end where the unfortunate? were be- 
ing burned alive. The Arrimen threw 
hundreds of buckets of water upon 
them from above at the greatest risk 
to themselves, but their courageous ef- 
forts were all in vain. 


In the Avenue Montaigne, the Place 
Alma and the Rue Francois, adjacent 
streets, there was a veritable flight of 
maddened people, mostly women with- 
out skirts, petticoats or hats, 
their 
feet naked and their clothing either 
burned off or torn off. Every avaUable 
fiacre was taken by assault. 


The whole of the highest society in 
Paris is in a horrible pell mell, hus- 
bands seeking and calling for wives, 
and fathers seeking and calling for 
daughters. 
One young woman, 
still 
wearing on her bieast the badge of a 
stall attendant, was seen rushing about 
In her petticoat, her dress having been 
torn off to be thrown over a lady who 
was in 
flames. 
Her one anxiety was 
to find her parents and tell them of 
her safety. 


Words would fail to describe 
the 
horror of the scene at the Palais de 
L'Industries, where the bodies are ex- 
posed on the side next to the Avenue 
Banton, in a portion of the building 
now In course of demolition. 
Here 
in a large room, covered with rough 
planks, and on sheets 
spread 
over 
planks, the bodies as they arrive from 
the ambulances are being placed in 
three long rows. Here is exemplifled 
death by fire, with 
all its 
horrors. 
Bodies completely nude, limbs twisted 
In writhings of agony, some stlli hav- 
ing 
shreds of clothing which 
assist 
recognition, in soite of horrible dis- 
figurement, 
bones visible through fire 
eaten fiesh, some merely skeletons or 
grinning skulls blackened with smoke. 


After the flames had been subdued 
there was no 
sign of the 
masonry, 
girders 
and 
other 
structural 
parts 
which are usually left after a big fire. 
The whole 
edifice was 
reduced 
to 
ashes, with a heap of charred corpses 
as the most 
noticeable 
object. 
The 
ground was a sodden mass of debris, 
of clothes, boots, shoes, coins, keys and 
miscellaneous remains of articles on 
sale at the stalls.

An American 
Cabinet officer gets 
§8000 a year, and has an allowance for 
Etationery and for a private secretary. 
As principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, Lord Salisbury drew 
S20,0a0 a year and §2000 for a private 
secretary. 


The salary of tho First Lord of the 
Treasury is 325,000. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
also receives $25,000. 


The salary of the Lord Chancellor is 
$10,000. 


The English Attorney General is not 
a member of the Cabinet, but he draws 
$21,000 a year and about $20,000 ex- 
tra in fees. 


The Lord President of the Council 
draws $10,000 a year, and so do tho 
presidents of the Boards of Trade and 
Agriculture. 


In addition to the Prime Minister, 
tho Foreign Affairs Minister and tho 
Lords of the Admiralty get residences 
in Downing street. 


When an English Minister's term 
expires he may receive an annuity of 
$10,000 if he makes aiHdavit that he 
actually needs it. 


The English Minister o£ Foreign 
Affairs is supposed to give three re- 
ceptions a year. 
If he is a poor man 
he gives only the great dinner and 
ball on the occasion of the Queen's 
birthday. 
This sometimes costs $5000. 
The Queen's household often helps out 
by supplying the flowers from tho 
i royal conservatories.

Throuîçît Klectrlc Wire« a Central 
Station In New York 
Protects 
Seventy-live Banks from Hobbers. 
P 


URINQ a récent experiment 
made in Cincinnati, Ohio, it 
was proved conclusively that 
any perHon capable of aafely 
handling two ordinary livo electric 
wires can burn a large hole in a steel 
safe in less than ten minutes. 
The 
feat 
was 
accomplished, 
eavs 
the 
Washington 
Star, by bringing to- 
gether two ends of a street circuit and 
making an arc. 
The aro was allowed 
to ijlay against the steel door of a 
large 
"burglar-proof" safe, and it 
fused its way through, as one specta- 
tor remarked, ''at the rate of a cubic 
inch per minute, "j Any burglar could 
thuE take advantage of tbe lighting 
facilities of a bank and burn his way 
into the vault. 
But the expert baulc 
robber does not need thia information 
to help him in his calling, for ho can 
carry enough tools in an 
ordinary 
handbag to enable him to break into 
any safe or vault after two hours of 
uninterrupted work. In spite of these 
facts, which merely prove that no safe 
or vault is burglar-proof, the days of 
big bank robberies are over. 
In large 
cities, at least, such a thing as a whole- 
sale bank robbery could not happen. 


Although the same thin^r exists in 
nearly every large city in the United 
States, the banks composing the New 
York Clearing 
House 
Association 
comprise the best example of what a 
protection syndicate is like. 
Seventy- 
five banks, most of which belong to 
the association, are represented at a 
central station, in which electrical 
instruments keep silent though effi- 
cient tab on all that may occur within 
those seventy-five walls. 
Watchmen 
are not needed in the bank buildings, 
yet not a latch can be lifted, not a 
bolt drawn nor a window raised with- 
out the fact being at once recorded in 
the central station. 
Delicate galva- 
nometer needles are constantly point- 
ing out what is going on in the banks 
and these needles never fail of their 
office. The least disarrangement is 
pointed out by the needles and an 
alarm is at once sounded. 
The very 
walls and partitions of the bank build- 
ings are lined with wires and strips of 
tin foil, through which the electricity 
is kept conptantly 
flowing. 
There- 
fore, if the burglar merely bores a 
small hole through the banking house 
wall be disarranges the circuit and 
sends in an alarm. 


Eut if 
the bank 
buildings are 
guarded electrically, what shall we 
say of the vaults themHolves? 
The 
strong vault of every one of the sev- 
enty-five banks mentioned above is 
surrounded by an electrical cabinet. 
This cabinet is made of wood and con- 
tains in the space between it and the 
walls of the vault a perfect network of 
wires and apparatus. 
Nota panel of 
this wooden cabinet can be moved 
without 
disarranging the apparatus 
within and causing the telltale needle 
in the central station to point out the 
fact. 
Even if the vault was left un- 
locked the cabinet would be protec- 
tion enough. This, however, is only a 
supposititious case, because the offi- 
cials of the bank would not be allowed 
to leave the building if any bolt or 
bar was out of place. 
As a matter of 
fact, the system is, from the point of 
view of the central station, in perfect 
working order only when every bolt 
and bar is in its proper place. At clos- 
ing time every day a private signal is 
transmitted to the signal station. The 
current is turned on, but if any win- 
dow or door be open or bolt drawn a 
bell rings and the galvanometer nee- 
dle points to the fact. 
Word is sig- 
naled back that something is wrong, 
and whatever it is must be rectified. 
When everything is finally in itsijlace 
the bell stops ringing, the needle 
comes to a rest, and the circuit is 
complete. 
Thus many a forgotten 
skylight or transom is closed when it 
would otherwise have been left open 
all night. 
Quite a difference from the 
old-time system wherem the cutting 
of a wire would prevent any signal or 
alarm being sent in. 
In thia case 
the cutting of the wire sends in the 
alarm. 


As though the banks were not well 
enough protected with all this, nearly 
every one of them employs a watchman, 
In the midst of fancied security these 
men are not allowed to doze oli, as in 
days of yore. 
They are kept almost 
constantly on the move. 
In various 
parts of the building are placed push 
buttons. The watchman on guard must 
push these buttons in regular order. 
The time each button is pushed is re- 
corded on a time recorder in the cen- 
tral office. If the buttons are pushed 
out of their regular turn, or if the 
watchman is before or behind time in 
pushing them, a special policeman is 
at once dispatched to inquire the 
cause. When the policeman arrives at 
the bank the watchman has to E^igu a 
printed blank, stating when, how and 
why the dereliction of duty occurred. 
This card-signing system often leads 
to curious results. 


The protection 
syndicate system 
also takes charge of leading jewelry 
stores, silk warehouses and dealers in 
other goods coveted by thieves. These 
firms, when opening their places of 
business in the morning, invariably 
farnasmit to tix9 ceatral »t^tioA « pri-. 


vate signal. 
If this signalj bower ej 
satisfactory it may be transmitted, ii 
sent in an hour, or even half an hour, 
before the prescribed time, a speeial 
policeman is sent at once to see if 
everything is all right. The signature 
of the person or persons who should 
open the store is kept on record in the 
central office. This is carried along 
by the special policeman, who asks 
the person at the store to sign his 
name. 
If it does not correspond with 
the recorded signature, 
the person 
found on the premises is immediately 
taken into custody. 
Many thieves 
have been captured in this manner, 
but also so have a few innocent per- 
sons—employes who have been over- 
zealous in morning punctuality. 


Private houses are protected by the 
hundreds during the summer months, 
most of the residents giving the keys 
to the central office and giving their 
winter homes directly in charge of the 
watchmen at the annunciators. 
If 
keepers are left in charge of the 
houses, their signatures are kept on 
file at the central station. If anything 
goes wrong at the houses, policemen 
are dispatched to them with a copy of 
the signature. If the one asked for cor- 
responds to the one on record all is 
well, but if not, an arrest follows. 
li 
the family is out of town only author- 
ized members of it Capable of proving 
their identity by means of recorded 
signatures are allowed to enter a house 
while it is in charge of the watchmen.

of War and five Secretaries of the 
Navy. 
Andrew Jackson had fifteen 
different Cabinet members during his 
second term. 


Four American Presidents have re- 
tained the Cabinets of their predeces- 
sors, 
They were John Adams, Mar- 
tin Van Buren, John Tyler and An- 
drew Johnson, 
Only in the case of 
Van Buren was this a fortunate under- 
taking, 
The Cabinet of Adams in- 
trigued against him; Tyler quarreled 
and parted with his, and Johnson's 
conflict with Edwin M, Stanton pre- 
cipitated the ^ impeachment proceed- 
ings.

out of use in the New England States, 
and never did have much of a place in 
the progressive new cities of the West. 
In its place a mop at the end of a stick 
is used. 
The mop does much better 
work, as we look at it, and besides can 
be used without getting down on all 
fours, which is hard work in itself. A 
woman can do double as much work 
with a mop and in half the time as can 
be done with the scrub brush. 
Per- 
sonally, I had supposed that the scrub 
brush had gone out of use everywhere, 
until I saw scrubwomen using it at the 
hotel where I am stopping and after- 
ward in the corridors in one of the de- 
partment buildings. 
It is twenty-five

BECIPES, 


Oyster Stuffing—To one cup cracker 
crumbs add 
one-fourth cup melted 
butter, one-half teaspoonful chopped 
parsley, one teaspoonful lemon juice, 
one-half teaspoonful salt, one-fourth 
teaspoonful pepper. 
Wash and pick 
over one cup oysters, and remove the 
tough muscle; add to the first mixture 
with enough oyster liquor to moisten. 


Creamed 
Parsnips—Boil 
tender, 
scrape and slice lengthwise six nice, 
large parsnips. Put over the fire,with 
two tablespoonfuls butter, half a tea- 
spoonful salt, fourth of a teaspoonful 
pepper, one-half teaspoonful chopped 
parsley. 
Shake until the mixture 
boils. 
Dish the parsnips ; add to the 
gauce three tablespoonfuls of cream, 
in which has been stirred a quarter of 
a teaspoonful of flour. Boil once and 
pour over the parsnips. 


Baked 
Squash—Cut a 
Hubbard 
squash into pieces of serving size. 
Take out the seeds, but do not peel ofif 
bha rind. Lay the pieces in a dripping 
pan and pour in one cupful of water. 
Bake threequarters of an hour. 
Then 
carefully scrape the sijuash from each 
piece, and to each pint add one table- 
spoonful of butter, two tablespoonfuls 
of cream, half a saltspoonful of salt 
and one-quarter of a saltspoonful of 
3innamon. Mix well together ; place 
back in the rind, heaping it to a 
pointed mold, springle highly with 
sugar, put back in the oven and bake 
to a crisp brown. 
Serve in their 
shells. 


HOUSEHOIiD HINTS. 


Paint can be removed from glass by 
rubbing it with hot strong vinegar. 


A handful of carpet tacks will clean 
fruit jars or bottles readily. 
Half fill 
the jars with hot soapsuds, put in the 
tacks, cover, give vigorous shaking, 
and rinse well. 


In boiling for soup stock, the meat 
should be put into cold water, cover- 
ing the kettle tightly, and letting the 
3tock simmer gently until the meat 
falls from the bones. 


In stewing meats, the water should 
be boiling when the meat is put into 
it. 
The intense heat causes the porefi 
to close immediately, and thus keeps 
the juice in the meat. 


It is said that elder-fiower water is 
an excellent and simple wash for the 
akin; it may be made by placing the 
blossoms only in an enameled saucepan 
and covering with cold water. 


Goatskin rugs can bo cleaned by 
rubbing with a Boft|rag wet in naphtha. 
No gas should be lit in the room when 
it is being done, and the rug should 
be hung in the air afterward till the 
odor disappears. 


Don't fail to burn all the old leaves 
that are dropped from the plants; be- 
sides their unsightly appearance when 
allowed to collect in and about the 
pots, they will harbor insects that will 
probably injure the plants. 
i|f A silver polish can be made by mix- 
ing a few drops of ammonia with whit- 
ing, and adding enough water to the 
whole to make it the consistency ol 
cream, It can be bottled,and,if corked 
tightly, will keep as long as desired, 
It cleans silver without hard rubbing, 


Make the contents of the school 
lunch boxes as dainty and attractive 
as possible. 
Boll each article sep- 
arately in oiled paper, and strive to 
have something a little different each 
day, 
liemember that a little surprise 
will often tempt the wandering api^e- 
tlte. 


When a fire has to be kept up all 
night in the room of an invalid an old 
loose glove should be kept handy with 
a long wooden stick. 
With the glove 
on, a piece of coal can be picked up 
with the fingers and put on the fire 
without making a sound, while when 
the fire requires poking this can be 
done with the stick with far less noise 
thau With an ordinary poker.

The opening season for fishing in 
Pennsylvania is as follows: Spreckled 
trout, April 15 to July 15; sea salmon, 
April I to July 31; black bass, rock 
'bass, walUeyed pike, commonly known 
as Susquehanna salmon, May 30 to 
January i; lake trout, January i to Oc- 
tober i; pike and pickerel, June i to 
February i; shad and herring, January 
z to June 20; Penobscot salmon, March 
^ to August 15. 


No person shall cast, draw, fasten or 
otherwise make use of any seine, drift- 
net, or use any other appliance for the 
catching of fish except rod, hook and 
'line, in any rivers, streams or waters of 
this commonwealth.

On Sunday, Grace, daughter of L 
N. Lightner, of Mt. Joy township,was 
badly frighteaed by n blacbsnake. 
Miss Lightner had stepped outside 
the door on the stone steps to look at 
a funeral procession which was pass- 
ing by, when she felt something mov- 
ing about her feet and at the same 
time heard a hissing noise and on 
looking to see what it was, found to 
her dismay a large blacksnake hissing 
and coiling about her ankles. 
She 
screamed for help, and her brother 
being in the house came to her assis- 
tance at once and with much difficul- 
ty succeeded in killing the snake, 
which measured four feet and nine 
inches in length. 


Colorado nnay eventually become 
the source of this country's coffee sup- 
ply. 
Through a series of experiments 
conducted at the State Agricultural 
College, a wild pea has been so tamed 
that it gives a very good substitute for 
the Brazilian bean. 
It is^nown as the 
Idaho coffee pea, owing to its having 
been found in that State growing in 
rank profusion. 


Colorado is the first State to make 
specialty of the introduction of the 
pea lor fodder for animals and food 
for man. 
It is equally palatable for 
both, and possesses such remarkable 
•qualities that it would not be surprising 
if it obtains a regular standing in the 
•economy of life. 
Now the only trou- 
ble is to get sufficient for seed, owing 
to the very recent discovery of ils 
value. 


For the past two years the pea has 
been growmg in iavor among the farm- 
•ers of the Cache la Poudre valley, and 
the present season will witness the pro- 
duction of large quantities of it for 
«tock food, for which purpose it is pro» 
bably not excelled by any crop grown 
in that latitude. 


The plant is a nacive of Idaho, where 
it grows wild, its fruit being used main- 
ly as a substitute for coffee, an infusion 
of the leaves having been used for gén- 
érât ions by the Shoshones before they 
ev«r had any knowledge ot the import- 
article. 
Settlers who invaded the 
west in Ihe '6o's gave the plant the 
name of the "coffee pea" fur want of a 
better expression*

Get up above the 
Aleutian chain of islands that make 
stepping siones for giants hnlf way 
across to Asm, or go over the mount- 
fiin wall that faces the coast of South- 
ern Alaska, and food must bo got fiom 
the outside, if it's to be had at all. Little 
or nothing can bo raised, wild animals 
are scarce and cattle couldn't live there 
even ii there was anything for them 
to oat. 


But the reindeer pa3turea—they're 
immense! 
There are 400,000 square 
miles of laud covered with the fibrous 
white moss, and all onearlh it 4s good 
for is to feed reindeer. 
The pasture 
lands run back a thousand miles or 
two from Bristol bay and stretch across 
the Yukon and far to the north—even 
to the ever frozen region of Point Bar- 
row. 
According to the calculations of 
Sheldon Jackson, there is pasturage 
for 9,200,000 reindeer on the 
Bad 
Lands of Alaska, and as reindeer aro 
•worth $9 or §10 apiece there is a 
chance to do a very respectable busi- 
ness in the stock-raisin;? line in that 


tho lesson that it was not good to At- 
tack the herd, 
Then they gave their 
attention to tho sled deer that were 
kept about tho station for hauling. 
For a time even the presenco of men 
failed to restrain them. 
One or two 
deer driven by themselves wero too

tempting, and for 
weeks they were 
liable to be assailed by a howling pack 
of ki-yis. 
The station had brought a 
party of Lapps to take charge of the 
reindeer, 
however, and 
tho 
Lapp 
knows how to deal with dogs. 
The 
Lapp carries a knife with a blade ten 
or twelve inches long, and has a handy 
habit of using it. 
A witness to the 
conflict tells how the Lapp deals with 
the dogs: 


" I h o Lapp was driving a pair of 
deer. 
A dozen great Eskimo dogs 
thought the time had come for fresh 
meat and gave chase. 
Before the 
Lapp knew what was coming, sled and 
reindeer were surrounded and 
the 
dogs were leaping and barking before 
the frightened creatures. 
The Lapp 
gave a series of shouts that frightened 
tho dogs for a moment. 
Then in the 
moment of respite he leaped from the 
sled, ran to the heads of the deer and 
threw them with their backs on the 
ground. 
Then straddling them and 
holdiug. their heads erect with his left 
hand he drew his great knife in his 
right. 
The reindeer could not rise.

desolate country, if only the reindeer 
flourish and rcultiply. 


But there have been great times in 
getting the reindeer his footing in Al- 
aska. 
He was an assisted immigrant 
and had to bo protected against all 
sorts of dangers besides those found in 
his native country. 
The main dangers 
feared were from the Eskimo dogs, the 
hungry Eskimo himself and the loss 
that would come from ijeglect of un- 
skillful or careless herders. 


The Eskimo is little removed from 
a wolf. 
He is hungry and savage and 
the reindeer is eatable. Consequently 
there was trouble. 
The Eskimo dogs 
aro thick about the station and Eskimo 
villagee. 
Dogs are a part of Eskimo 
•wealth, as the only pack animals of 
tho frozen north up to the arrival of

the reindeer, but are easier to get than 
to feed. 
Ho when tho reindeer were 
brought to tho Teller Keindeer Sta- 
tion at Port Clarence the Eskimo dogs 
made an attack on the herd. 
They 
Vere out for game and had to be driven 
oil'again and again before t h e j learned 


In their position they could hardly 
struggle, and the Lapp was ready for 
battle. 
He had hardly got into i^osi- 
tion, though the operation had taken 
but a moment, when the dogs were on 
him again, eager for reindeer meat. 
With one sweep the Lapp cut at the 
first two dogs. There was a -wild howl 
of pain, a dripping of blood and the 
two leaders lost interest in the fight. 
The other dogs were nothing daunted 
by the fate of the first and still pressed 
forward. 
The Lapp swung his knife 
back and forth with loud cries, and at 
every swing some dog was yelping with 
pain and retiring to give his comrades 
a chance. 
By the end of a minute 
there were but two or three dogs on 
the active list, and with a linal whoop 
the Lapp frightened them into retir- 
ing to a respectful distance. 
The 
Lapp stepped aside and released the 
reindeers' heads; in an instant they 
were on tueir feet. 
He leaped into 
the sled once more and in a few sec- 
onds only a cloud of snow flying into 
the air told where he had gone." 


In case the dogs jiluck up spirit for 
a pursuit after a first failure, the Lapp 
repeats the process o'f disposing of his 
foes until enough have been killed or 
wounded to put an end to further at- 
tacks. 
In the Port Clarence region 
only pne dog was killed, though the 
Eskimo village looked for a while like 
a hospital for wounded dogs. 
Tho 
Lapps were always victorious, and no 
reindeer were killed. 
After a round 
of battles and a proper amount of 
slashed skins had taught the dogs that 
reindeer were private property there 
was no more trouble. The dogs around 
the present reindeer station pay no 
further attention to them. 
As the 
reindeer enlarge their circle to reach 
other villages, however, the i^rocess 
of education has to be repeated. 
It 
will take some ypars and a good many 
sore hides to teach the canine popula- 
tion of Alaska that there is a close 
season for reindeer. 


The herds are safe from the natives. 
The only reindeer meat that has gone 
down their throats has come from a 
number of reindeer that died from 
sickness. The Eskimo apprentices, not 
being particular about such tritles as 
the cause of death, promply appropri- 
ated the flesh and'all else that was 
chewable about the deceased deer, and 
made a holiday ieast. 
Five reindeer 
•were killed for food for the whites and 
the Lapps in the first winter. 
The 
others fared well. 


The danger of lack of food melted 


away on the tost. 
There is plenty for 
tho increase of centuries. The troubles 
that come from untrained herders is 
being gradually lessened. 
The Eski- 
mos are skillful enough, but they learn 
from the Lapps. 
Milking, however, 
was a trick that the Eskimos had some 
difficulty in acquiring. 
Before, tho 
Lapps came some experiments had 
been made, and tho first time that the 
Lappa attempted to begin the opera- 
tion on a cow she started like a flash, 
leaped tho fence, knocked 
down a 
herder and ran away. 
On inquiry it 
was learned that the customary way 
of milking had been to lasso the se- 
lected cow, throw her down and while 
three men held her on tho ground the 
fourth drew the milk. 
The cows had 
apparentlyacqaired a prejudice against 
the operation, and it took nearly a year 
to convince them that milking was a 
harmless, pleasant exercise in no way 
to be regarded as a signal for a riot. 


According to the enthusiasts 
the 
domestic reindeer are going to solve 
the transportation problem for Alaska 
as well as tho food problem for the 
Eskimo. 
The dog teams are expensive 
carriers and not efficient either, 
Al- 
aska is a land of maguiiicent distances, 
with settlements hundreds of miles 
apart. 
Tho dog teams can travel only 
fifteen to twenty-five miles a day, can 
carry only a few hundred pounds, and 
as food for their support must 
bo 
packed, they cannot make very long 
journeys. 
Reindeer can travel farther 
in a day, draw much heavier loads, 
and in camp can forage for themselves. 
So the reindeer team, the sled and the 
Lapland harness will soon become as 
typical of Alaska in the front pages of 
the school geogr/lphy as of Lapland. 
But just now there is a call for a few 
thousand more reindeer. 
If they can 
be secured the herd will increase at a 
rapid rate. 
Just now it is slow, as 
there aro only five or six hundred cows 
at the stations. 
iSo it will be some 
time before the 9,200,000 reindeer will 
darken the Alaskan snows and strain 
the capacities of the Alaskan moss pas- 
tures.—San Francisco Examiner. 


THE MODERN FAULOR. 


Wherein It Differs Kroin That of the 
Past—its Proper Kurulshiaiis. 


The improvement in public taste in 
this country during the past few years 
is sho\*n.in few ways more strikingly 
than in furnishing of the parlor. 
In 
the olden times, when houses were 
heated with difficulty by open 
fire- 
places or little wood stoves, it became 
the custom in winter time to shut off 
the portions of the house that were 
not needed for living purposes for 
economy of fuel. 
The parlor was not 
a necessary place for family use, as the 
household generally gathered for com- 
fort in the kitchen or dining-room. 
Therefore 
tho 
parlor 
was 
the 
first room to 
be 
closed 
on 
the 
approach of winter, 
and the 
last 
to be opened 
on the 
advent 
of 
summer. 
It is scarcely a generation 
ago, and well within tho memory of 
persons of moderate age, that the par- 
lor was darkened day and night, hold- 
ing no attractions for members of the 
household. 
The most crying fault in 
the American house of moderate di- 
mensions is still that the parlor 
is 
made too formal, and is not given tho 
true home atmosphere. 


From the architectural arrangement 
of most detached houses the parlor is 
rarely one of the best lighted rooms— 


vekspeotivb vnsw, 


nor is there any need that it should be 
—nor is it generally as well provided 
with artificial heat. For these reasons 
it is a mistake to furnish in cold tones, 
such as white and gold. 
Delightful 
as tho contemplation of such a room 
is, it is not comfortable nor home- 
like, nor is it worth the time and pa- 
tience it requires to preserve it in the 
midst of a full-fledged nest of young 
Americans, - 


The color scheme is the most im- 
portant part 
of 
furnishing; 
there 
should be a certain warmth in color- 
ing, and this will rarely be found in 
gilt papers or moquette carpets. 
If 
the rest of the house be simply fur- 
nithed the parlor can still be elegant 
with matting and rugs on the floor, 
rattan or bamboo furniture and mus- 
lin curtains. 
The only 
important 
thing is to tho different pieces^of fur- 
niture in one room of similar style 
and effect, and to have the decora- 
tions correspond with the furniture so 
as to give a good general effect—t he 
details are a matter of preference. An 
most houses are laid out the parlor 
has at least one long, blank wall, and 
perhaps two—to make these attractive 
is the Bui^reme test of iurnishing. 
A 
few large pictures hung several feet 
above the line of vision is the usual 
treatment—and the result is depress- 
sing to a degree. 
The wall should be 
covered as fully a^ possible with pio- 


tures, and plenty of small ones should ^ 
be intersueraed in order to give diver* 
sity and informality, 
Tho mantels 
should be well filled with objects of

art, and none of them should be triv- 
ial. 
Above all there should be plenty 
of bpoks in the book case ; not ponder- 
ous gift books, blazing with gilt and 
stamped leather, but books to read 
and books that are talked about. 
It 
should be remembered that there are 
no better aids to furnishing any living 
room, than a supply of iDrettily bound 
books. 


The accompanying plan provides a 
parlor of attractive shape and size 
that lends itself to the treatment indi- 
cated above. 


The woodwork is painted a deep 
cream and the walls, coral; the floor 
is stained a deep red brown, or cov- 
ered with "old rose" or "dark copper" 
felt, which helps to lighten or soften 
the efiect of the decoration, and can be 
overlaid with rugs.

A Great Arscnxl* 


The Importvnnce of Devonport aa a 
nnval basK^ lias been repeatedly demou' 
Btrated. To-day the dockyard and the 
Keybam steam factory cover an area 
of 145 aci'^s, exclusive of tho victualing 
yard, the naval barracks, the Royal En- 
glneerlng College and tbo many other 
gnvprnment buildings located on the 
banks of tho Tamar and occupying 200 
additional acres. 


The present board of admiralty' have 
now commenced a scheme of 
exten- 
sion, flays thif London Globe, which in 
cofltllucfis. if not in import-ance, will 
eclipse any work of the kind previously 
undertaken, and will convert Devon- 
port—with the exception of Pembroke, 
the youngest of the royal doclcyards— 
into the largest and most efficiently do- 
fended arsenal in the world. 
The au- 
thorities in Whitehall have set their 
hand to a scheme of naval expansion at 
the western port which will entail an ex- 
lienditure of about £6,000,000. A million 
sterling has been spent in docking op- 
erations as a preliminary to the exten- 
sion of Devonport as a naval port, and 
the means of acce&s to the dockyard at 
nil tides has been rendered safe and 
easy. 


The scheme Includes the creation of 
a tidal bas-in, with an area 
of 
acres, being 
times as large as the 
biggest basin which Devonport 
now 
possesses. 
li will be 1,550 feet long 
and 1,000 feel broad, with a depth of 
55 feet below the coping stone. Lead- 
ing from this basin, which will be en- 
tered from the Hamoaze by a 
tidal 
caisson, will be three graving docks 
and an entrance lock sufficiently large 
to permit the passage through of ves- 
sels larger than any yet designed. This 
lock will be an importiint addition to 
the accommodation, for it is to be so 
constructed that It can be closed with 
a cajsison and utilized as a dock. The 
scheme thus aims at providing a large 
tidal basin, which can be used at any 
state of the tide, and five docks so com- 
modious /IS to reduce to a minimum the 
possibility of accident in the docking or 
nndocking of the largest vessels. 
Ply- 
mouth's geographical position renders 
these adilii-ionnl facilities for the ac- 
commodation of the largest war vessels 
of the greatest national importance.

BMUT IN OATS. 


In bulletin No. 6i of tho Ohio ex- 
perimental station 
ftreroported 
thoro- 
sults of a series of experiments made 
on tho station farm at Wooster 
in 
1895 in tho treatment of oats for tho 
prevention of smut, in which it was 
shown that from duplicate samples of 
eeeds, taken from tho same sack, tho 
untreated seed i^roducecl as high as 
forty per 
cent, 
of 
smutted heads, 
whilo the treated 
seed produced a 
considerably larger crop entirely freo 
from smut. 
Theso experiments have 
been repeated with the same result in 
1396, ft year when the smut of oats 
has been exceptionally prevalent. 
It 
has also been demonstrated that, with 
a very slight modification, tho enme 
treatment will absolutely prevent tho 
stinking smut of wheat, and tho bul- 
letin named gives full directions for 
this treatment, 
both for 
oats 
and 
wheat. 
From the reports which have 
come to the station it seems probable 
that the farmers of Ohio have this 
year lost not less than half a million 
dollars from oat smut alone.

Accordingly he boui^bt 101 
head of cattle, choosing good thrifty 
animals, uofc fat, for which ho paid 
S3748.92. 
That was on the second of 
September. 
He fed the cattle on corn 
and cornstalks for which he would 
have found 
no other market. 
Near 
the first of January he sold the cattle 
in tho Chisago maiket, having mean- 
while fed the corn, and received for 
them $6147.57. 
He reckons that tho 
corn brought him 53.^ cents uev bush- 
el, as the manure pile is worth more 
than tho value of the stalks and the 
labor of caring for the 
cattle four 
months. 
It requires skillful feeJing 
to produco such a result. 
Any over- 
feeding would easily lessen the gain 
one-haif, -If clover or even meadow 
hay can be fed with corn to fattening 
cattle, the risk of loss is greatly re- 
duced. 
I Cornstalks

any apprehension

horse business being so overdone now. 
The only thing that at jiresent pre- 
vents a genuine draft-horse famine is 
the general business depression that 
fexists throughout the country which 
limits the demand. 
If tho demand 
were normal, the supply would be 
wholly inadequate to it. 
The breed- 
ing of good dral. liorses, wherever one 
has mares suitable for the work, ie^ 
therefore, so far as it is possible for 
anyone to peer into tho future, as 
good an oi>ening as the 
live-stock 
grower canlind,—Western Farm Jour- 
ual.

The Greek Ministry Maintains Its 
Belligerent Attitude. 


London, May 5,—The Athens corre- 
Bpondont of Tho Times teleijraphs that 
the Greek cabinet, after hearing the 
reports from the ministers who had re- 
turned from the front, resolved to con- 
tinue the war. The decision of the 
government is momentous, but It Is 
difllcult to say whether it is absolutely 
flnal. 
General Smolenskl has declined 
to accept the post of chief of staff of 
the Crown Prince Constantin, as he 
prefers to remain with his own brigade. 


The foreign ministers have tendered 
the intervention 
of 
the 
powers to 
Greece, but the government has re- 
served its reply. It is rumored In the 
Greek camu at Pharsalos, 
however, 
that peace will shortly be proclaimed. 


It Is now denied that an oflicer has 
been appointed to succeed Colonel Vas- 
SOS, In command of the Greek forces 
in Crete. This is Interpreted at Athens 
as a prelude to the recall of the Greek 
troops from the island, and as proof 
of the conciliatory Intentions of the 
new cabinet. 


Colonel Vassos has been appointed 
to succeed Colonel Manos, who has 
been In command of the Greek forces 
operating in Epirus. 
Ex-MInister Me- 
taxas 
replaces General 
Macras, and 
Major Constantinides 
has 
been re- 
called from Crete and appointed chief 
of Prince Constantin's staff. 


The special correspondent 
of The 
Times with the Turkish forces at Vel- 
ostino telegraphs under date of April 
30 that the Turks have captured the 
village of Kephalo, at the foot of the 
pass, addirrg that with the reinforce- 
ments theh en route from Larissa the 
Turks would undoubtedly be able to 
force the defile and, if necessary, cap- 
ture Velestino. 


The Turkish porte has replied to the 
French, Russian and British embassies, 
giving its consent to their proposal to 
protect the Greeks, but only during 
the period allowed for their departure, 
'The porte adds that all treaties with 
Greece are suspended for the time be- 
ing.
